William H. Mayo of 3500 Lafayette ave- 
nue, grand secretary of the Knights Temp- 
lars, Royal Arch Masons and other Mason- 
ic bodies of Missouri, was a passefiger on 
the Olive street car, and suffered the lacer- 
ation of his left hand by broken glass.

Chats Freely and Intimates That 
There Will Be Revelations When

HINTS THAT OTHERS MAY 3}

At the Preliminary Hearing to Be

The coroner's jury in the McCann case 
returned a verdict of homicide, as stated 
in late editions of the Post-Dispatch Thurs- 
day, and held Barrington for the ‘crime.

Farrington is being held on a warrant 
sworn out before Justice Isaac W. Camp- 
bell of De Hudiamont by Prosecuting At- 
terney RK.

The preliminary hearing will occur at 
Clayton Wednesday, when practically the 
sume ground covered in Thursday's inquest 
will be gone over again, but. Barrington’s 
counsel, Peno Altheimer, will be allowed te 
cross-examine the witnesses. 

After the preliminary hearing. Barring- 
ton will be held to await the action of the 
St. Louis County grandjury. It ts Belleved 
that the case will not come to trial before 
the December term of court, 

Barrington received the findings of the 
coroner’s jury with no apparent emotion. 
If anything, he seemed relieved that the 
strain was over for the time. 

He chatted freely and 
when the case actually came to, trial there 
would be revelations, and the impression 
he sought to create was that others would 
be drawn into the affair when the truth 
became known. 

He refused to make any definite state 
ment, saying that he reserved his knowl- 
edge of the affair for qa more opportune 
time. 

During the inquest he took copious 
stenographic notes of statements made by 
witnesses. : 

He was particularly interested in the tet- 
timony of Mrs. McCann, Thomas Coleman, 
the Wabash watchman, who heard shots 
and piteous cries for mercy on the night of 
the murder; and 8. D. Monahan, the moa- 
torman, who testified that he heard Bare 
rington, when McCann's remains were ex- 
humed, ask how many bullet wounds there 
were in the hody before the autopsy had 
determined just what had caused McCann's 
death.

otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint of trade or commerce 
among the several states.” 

The Terminal Railroad Association is admittedly a monopoly 
combination in restraint of commerce imposing a special toll 
upon St. Louis commerce. 

Not less clear is the law with regard to the method of en- 
forcement. Section 4 of the law is as follows: 

“The several circuit courts of the United States are hereby 
{nvested with jurisdiction to prevent and restrain violations 
of this act, and it shall be the duty of the several district at- 
torneys of the United States in their respective districts, under 
the direction of the attorney-general, to imstitute proceedings 
In equity to prevent and restrain such violations.”

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MISSOURI’S WHEAT CROP. 
According to the monthly report of the agricultural bureau, 
published in the Post-Dispatch of Thursday, the estimated 
wheat crop for 1908 is 24,763,800 bushels. In 1902 the yield 
was 61,045,000 bushels. 
The total acreage in 1902 was 7,693,000 acres, in 1903, 6,630,- 
000 acres, a decrease of 14 per cent. 
The bureau estimates that less than 300,000 acres planted 
in wheat and corn were lost from the great flood. Possibly 
some of this will be plated in late corn and forage crops. 
The drop from the huge figures of 1902 is not exhilerating,

Poetry by the Pound. 


So many inquiries are made at this 
office every day concerning the worth of 
poetry and the amount we pay for it that 
“Just a Minute” is constrained to lay 
down a few rules, or, rather, to give out a 
little information, for the benefit of all 
purveyors of poetry who may apply here- 
after. 

The Post-Dispatch does not buy poetry 
by the yard, as popularly supposed. It 
buys it by the pound. In the composing 
room. where the busy linotypes are hum- 
ming away all day, thay keep a pair of 


poetry. 
As soon as a piece of poetry is set up 
by one of the gentlemanly artists who 
tickle the keyboards of the Iinotype ma- 
chines the type is delivered to rthe copy 
cutter, who wefghs it carefully and makes 
a record of the pounds and ounces, which 
he turns over to the managing editor at 
the close of the day's work. 

At the end of the week the managing edi- 
tor or his assistant counts up the total 
number of pounds of poetry” contributed 
by each poet, multiplies this sum by the 
rate per pound agreed upon, makes out a 
check and forwards it by mall to the lucky 
bard. 

The advantages of this system are ap- 
parent at a glance. If measured by the 
linear yard all poetry would look alike 
and all bring the same price in the open 
market. Under such a system a poem of 
eighty lines on spring would be worth just 
as much as an ode of the same Iecngih on 
the Louislana Purchase. This would be 
manifestly unjust to the maker and seller 
of verse, because some poetry is much 
heavier than some other, and consequently 
should bring a better price than something 
light and frothy. Therefore, the weighing 
system was adopted by the Post-Dispatch, 
and it has given perfect satisfaction to the 
poets up to date, because every one knows

THE PRESIDENT 
HAS BLUNDERED 


His Public Statement on Jews’ Peti- 
tion, Breathing Hostility to Rus- 
sia, Regarded as an Ill-Timed and 
Unnecessary Step. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Diplomats de- 
clare that President Roosevelt blundered 
badly when he wrote the statement given 
cut for publication by Acting Secretary of 
Fiate Loomis, affirming his determination 
to send the B'nai B'rith petition to the 
Czar, despite the semi-official announce- 
ment from St. Petersburg that it will not 
be received. 

Friends of the President say the same 
thing in private and they do not hesitate to 
cxpress the belief that the statement would 
not have been given out, at least in the 
form in which it was issued, if Secretary 
Hay had been in Washington or had been 
consulted. 

It is conceded that as one result of the 
statement diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Russia will become se- 
riously strained and their respective affairs 
at Washington and St. Petersburg will be 
left in the hands of charges until the ex- 
isting differences have been patched up. 

Ambassador Cassini will sail for Russia 
next week. 

It was his intention to visit Germany and 
France for several weeks on his way home. 
Now it is announced he will go direct to 
St. Petersburg to consult with his govern- 
ment on the new developments. 

It is believed that Count Cassini will 
never return to Washington and that, 
when harmony has been restored, a new 
ambassador will come. 

Ambassador McCormick, who came home 
on a fiying visit recently to attend his 
son’s wedding, has been directed not to re- 
turn to St. Petersburg until ordered to do 
BO. 

It was said at the state department today 
that Mr. McCormick will spend two or 
three weeks in this country and then go 
to Carlsbad for a month or more. He will 
stay at Carlsbad or elsewhere on the con- 
tinent outside of Russia until ambagssa- 
dorial relations with Russia are resumed.

Lineman Found Opened Registered 
Letters That Led to Arrest of 
Postal Clerks. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 8.—Bertram 
and Albert Laycock, brothers, and 
Charles Fournier, employes of the Pneu- 
matic Transit Co., are under arrest here 
charged with conspiracy to embezzle and 
open and destroy letters in the United 
States mail. 

Bertram Laycock, who was stationed 
at Broad street station, the end of the 
pneumatic service, was first arrested, and 
after a hearing before a Uniied States 
commissioner, he was held in $1000 bail. 

At the hearing he confessed and im- 
plicated his brother, Albert and Four- 
nier, who were stationed in the Central 
postoffice.

NEGRO EDUCATOR 
CAUTIONS RAC 


| 
Washington Warns It Against Idle- 


ness and Crime as Causes 
of Mobism. 


IAUISVILLE, Ky., July 3.—Before an 
audience which crowded Macauley's The- 
ater to the doors, Booker T. Washington, 
head of the Tuskegee (Ala.) Normal School, 
last night delivered an address in which 
he said that recent regrettable events in 
connection with the race question only 
went to show that lynch law was not con- 
fined to any one section of the couniry. 

These events, he said, tended to simplify 
the race problem by making it national. 
He admijtted that the race was now passing 
a very serious and trying period of devel- 
opment an@ appealed to the negro to be 
calm and exercise self-control. Washington 
said in part: 

“In the present season of anxiety and 
almost of despair which possesses an ele- 
ment of the race there are two things 
which 1 wish to say as strongly as I 
may: 

“First, let no man of the race becom 
ciscouraged or hopeless. ‘(here are in thi 
country, north and south, men who mean to 
help in securing justice to the race. Buch a 
man is Judge Jones of Alabama, to whom 
more credit should be given for blotting 
Out the infamous system of peonage than 
to any other, 

“Second, let us keep before us the fact 
that, almost without exception, every race 
or nation that has ever got upon its feet 
has done so through struggle and trial and 
persecution. 

“No one should seek to close his eyes 
to the truth that the race is passing 
through a very serious and trying period 
of its development; a period that calls for 
the use of our ripest thought and sober 
ae. 

“let nothing lead us into extremes of 
utterance or action. In the long run it is 
the race or the individual that exercises 
the most patience, forbearance and seif- 
control in the midst of trying conditions 
that wins its cause. 

“Let nothing induce us to descend to the 
level of the mob. In advocating this policy 
i am not asking that the negro act the 
coward; we are not cowards. The part we 
have played in defending the flag of our 
country Is sufficient evidence of our cour- 
age. 

“The recent outbreaks of the mob em- 
phasize two lessons, one for our race and 
one for the other citizens of our country, 
South and North; for it is to be noted that 
the work of the lyncher is not contined to 
one section of the country. The lesson for 
us is that we should see to it that, so far 
as the influence of pores. school or pulpit 
is concerned, no effort be spared to im- 
press upon our own people the fact that 
idleness and crime should cease. We should 
let the world know on all pro occasions 
that we consider no legal punishment too 
severe for the wretch of any race who at- 
= to outrage a woman. 

‘The lesson for the other rtion of the 
nation to learn is that both In the makin 
and in the execution the same law shoul 
be made to apply to the negro as to the 
white man. 

‘‘There should be meted out equal jus- 
tice to the black man and the white man. 
Whenever the nation forgets or is tempted 
to forget this basic principle, the whole 
fabric of government for both the white 
and the black man is threatened with de- 
struction. This is true whether it relates 
to conditions in Texas, Indiana or la- 
ware. 

“t is with a nation as with an individ- 
ual; whatever we sow that shall we also 
reap. If we sow crime, we shall reap law- 
leseness."’
